NPW YORK, Nov. 2.—FPvangeline Claire 
O'Neill, the wife of Henry T. O'Neill, the 
former “Barley King,”’ who was arrested in 
Montreal on Saturday, is well known in 


New York. 

Mrs. O'Neil frequently came here to make 
purchases and always put up at the Wal- 
dorf Astoria. Her last visit to this city, 
except one, was six months ago. She was 
here just 20 days and her bill at the Wat- 
derf for her rooms aione was $1000. She 
was accompanied only by her little daughter 
and Mer maid. She made numerous pur- 
chases, mostly for cash, of wearing ap- 
parel and jewelry. She made an excep- 
tion in regard to cash payments In the case 
ot one mun milliner, to whom she is said 
lu owe $12,000. 

Mrs. O'Neill was a widow with one child 
when she married the “Barley King.’’ She 
is only 34 years of age and he Ils WwW years 
her senior and has several children by a 
first wife. Immediately after her marriage 
\irs. O'Neill bezwan a career of almost un- 
paralleled extravagance. She had the best 
of credit in Chicago and used it to the 
limit. several times her nusvand paid her 
bills, amounting to tens of thousands of 
dollars, but the time came, a few months 
ago, when he was no-longer able to re- 
spond to the demands maue upon hiln. 

Two weeks ago her creditors in Chicago 
forced her into involuntary bankruptcy and 
obtained an order for her exatnination. 
Wihen an attempt was made (to serve the 
order it was found that she had ieft Chi- 
cago and an order to produce her in court 

“au Warrant for her arrest—was 
granted, 

This second order could not be served 
because of her absence and detectives were

Ir. Mudd leaves four children, Mrs. Edith

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MILLE HASE AND OTHERS ON 
TRIAL BEFORE JUDGE ADAMS. 


WITNESSES FROM COLUMBIA. 


Case in Which Francis Valle Has Also 
Been Recently Indicted by the 
Grandjury.

Mille Hase and Daniel 
charged with making a 
false affidavit in support of a pension 
Claim, were placed on trial in the United 
States District Court Monday morning. 

Mrs. Hase is about 70 years old. Both 
she and Puckett are colored. Valle i3 a 
notary public and has been well and favor- 
ably known in St. Louis for years. He fs 
apparently 6 years old. 

The Government charges that Mille Hase 
—who it is also asserted is known by the 
names of Mille Newman and Mille Redding 
—forged her name 1o a pension certificate, 
which belonged to one Thomas Lewis cf 
Columbia, Mo. 

It is alleged that Puckett was in collusion 
with her in so doing, and that Valle certi- 
fied to the papers, which were forwarded to 
the Pension Department at Washington. 

The woman stated that her husband was 
a member of Company ID, Sixty-seventh 
United States Infantry, and that he was 
kifled soon after the war.

MEN STRIKE 


Lines Between Belleville and 
East Side Tied Up. 


CONDUCTORS WERE LAID OFF. 


MOTORMEN HAD BEEN ORDERED 
TO COLLECT FARES. 


Conference Resulted in Nothing and 
¢ the Strike Spread to the Combined 
Jines—Company Cannot 
Get Coal. 


The conductess and motorneers of the 
Day and Suburban Electric lines between 
Belleville and East St. Louis and the Belle- 
ville local electric line are on strike. 

The Belleville local line was tied up com- 
Mletely from 4 o'cock Sunday afterneon to 
9 o'clock Monday morning. One or two cars 
were run at long intervals over the road 
Monday after 9 o'clock, but nobody rode 
on them. ‘Phe cars between Belleville and 


St. Louis are being run with some regu- 
larity by non-union men. Unless the strike 
is settled soon, there will be no cars run- 
nng on either of these roads longer than 
two days, as the company has a very 
Small supply of coal and can get no more. 

The strike was due to the action of the 
company which controls the three lines in 
taking the conductors off the Belleville 
line. As told exclusively in the Post-Dis- 
patch Sunday, the conductors were notified 
when they turned in their curs at 11 o'clock 
Saturday nght that their services would 
not be further required. This was the first 
intimation they had of what was impend- 
ing. 

the explanation given was that it was 
necessary to economize by dispensing with 
the conductors and hav ng the motorneers 
collect the fares. 

Sunday forenoon there was 
at the office of the company 
between Mayvs Fredericks, Organize: 
Schultz and tlhe Executive Cimmittee of 
the Railway Men's Union and -the ofnecials 
ofthe road, It was also attended by severa!] 
aldermen. The officials of the road were 
firm. They said the conductors wou'd not 
be put back. 

After the conference, Organizer Schultz 
@fan asked the officials to put the men 
back and avert troub.e. They refused. 

The “‘dinkey"’ cars were being run by 
motormen, who did theiy best to be on both 
ends of the car at once, attend to the 
brake and the motor crank, collect fares, 
look backward and forward at the same 
time, help women and chiidren off and on 
the car, punch and issue transfers and at- 
tend to reversing the trolley The geneva! 
desult Was nervous prostration, whi.e acei- 
dents were several times narrowly averted, 

After the fruitiess conference the motour- 
Nneeis,who were all union men, wese ordered 
by the union officers not to collect any 
fares. From 1 to 1 o'clock Sunday, street 
car riding in Belleville was free. The cars 
made regular trips, but no fares were col- 
Jected. Small boys were in paradise and 
the company did a street faiy business. 

At 1 o'clock all the union men were or- 
dered to turn in their cars. The “dinkeys’”’ 
Were taken to the shed. At the same time 
all the union men on the Day and Subur- 
ban lines were called off and they turned 
in their cars at the power house with loads 
of passengers. 

As nearly as possible all the 
manned by employes who had refused to 
join the union. When the cars started to 
run again there was a good deal of excite- 
ment. A great crowd gathered at the Pub- 
lic Square in Belleville. As each car came 
up it Was surrounded by men and boys, 
who raised pandemonium by = shouting 
scabs" and hooting at the non-union men. 
These were jostied whenever an oppor- 
tunity presented and once or twice a move 
Wis made to pull them from the cars 

All of the night police were called out 
and were on duty al) afternoon and even-

The “dinkeys" continued to run irregu- 
etsy two hours, Ne ody rode and the men

tl y were all taken off. They were fol- 
lowed to the shed by ane xulting crowd. No 
Attempt was made to run the cars Sunday 
night.

The unions are 
held in such regard by the business element 
of the community that very few would have 
the hardihood to ride on a non-union line. 
It is said that a water is already being 
kept on the lines and lists are being made 
of those who Sa tronize them. 

The City Council] met Monday afternoon 
It was announced Monday morning that 
such action would be taken as would bring 
about the reinstatement of the conductors 
and thereby terminate the strike The 
ordinance under which the local line js 
operated provides that there shall be a con- 
ductor on each car “whenever business 
justifies and safety demands."" The Mayor 
and Counctimen are unanimous in declar- 
ing that public safety demands conductors 
on the cars. A great Many demands were 
made of them Sunday and Monday by bus. 
iness men that they require conductors 
on the cars. The aldermen said they 
would require the company to put back 
the conductors if they had the power to 
Go #0 under the ordinance and if they did 
not have they would amend the ordinance 
or pass a new one under a suspension of 
the rules.

John B. Feehan Asserts He Is 
Being “Railroaded.” 


ASKS FOR A TRIAL 'N COURT. 


ONCE A WELL-KNOWN CITY POL- 
ITICIAN. 


Deeded Away His Property Recently 
When Ill and Now Declares There 
Is a Conspiracy Against Him.

His wife has signed a statement to the 
effect that L@ ie mentally deranged and the

Feehan declares he is perfectly sane and 
there apparentiy nothing in his manner 
otherwise.

paralysis and forced his retirement 

from active duties. For 12 years -he had 
been a clerk tn the city register’e office. 

he Wants his friends to see him

* charges that ms incarceration is a con- 
spiracy. He realizes, he says, that he nas 
been a burden on hie family for some 
time, but ine sts he has done more for them 
than they have for him. 

Feehan was taken to the City Hospital 
Saturday morning, following a quarrel with 
his wife over money matters. Mrs. Fee- 
han told the po.ice that he had pawned 
his watch and sold a piano belonging to 
the family. which facts she urged In sup- 
port of her allegations that her husbdaia’s 
mind te impaired, 
Accordingiy. in the hospital records ap- 
pears this statement: 
je cehan has mnranifested an: insane 
travagance—pawning his own jewelry 
having fami; y piano carted away ant 
Going to the theater and telling one 
son he thought the show fine and 
next that it is horrid.”’ 

John Feehan says it has been so long 
since he has patronized a theater. that he 
cannot remember the exact date. Upon this 
allegation is based the declaration that he 
is affiicted with loss of memory. 
{in a conversation with a Post- -Dispatch re- 
porter he showed a clear yecollecuion of 
events that happened 30 years ago. Con- 
cerning the piano transac tion his memory 
is seemingly active 
“I had to pawn my watch,’ 
they wculdn’t give me any 
piano Was my own property, and as 
was no one In the house who could 
my eldest daughter having married, 
: decided to dispose of it. I had no ready 
‘ash, because, during my illness I signed 
away my property, consisting of two houses, 
valued at $5.0, to my wife.” 
The physicians say he lacks continuity of 
thought Feehan says that is due to the 
araiysis, whiclf has affecied one side of 
his head. Still, he can talk with fair flu- 
ency, and though he stammers a little, from 
the paralysis, he manages to express his 
ideas in a positive manner. 
There is no evidence showing that he has 
delusions, nor that be has resorted to viv- 
lence towards any one. 
It is cited that he has threatened his wife. 
and has sought to make trouble for the 
family on slight provoeation. Burt li ts not 
stated when he did these things. 
“Tl admit,”’ said Feehan, ‘‘that I had a dis- 
agreement with my wife last Friday even- 
ing. I have been in the habit of Keeping 
old papers, and some of them got lost. I 
asked her wh she had done ith them, 
and she said sae didn’t Know; that they 
were gone, and she hoped I wouldn't bother 
about them anv more, as she was tired of 
my complaints 

“Another thing missing was the plat 

showing the location of different lots in the 
neighborhood where I live. When I could 
not find that, I was very angry, and did 
raise a considerable fuss. 
“T have been under the care of a phys!- 
clan five years, and the least thing is apt 
to excite me. The doctor said another stroke 
of paralysis would result in my death. 
“During a serious illness abou: a vear and 
a half ago, I thought I was going to dle, 
and so I Heeded over what propertyv I had 
to my wife. After I recovered I wanted to 
get it back, but they wouldn't give it to 
me, and ag I eouldn’t make any stand ina 
court of law, I let the subject drop 
“Mark my words, I am no more 
than the people who are put es . m:

The number of cases is not unusual for the season, hav- 
{ng been exceeded many times in years past. The same 
number of cases in other cities, in proportion to population, 
occasions no alarm. 

The disease is confined to a restricted section of the city 
whose local causes should be sought and corrected. The gen- 
eral condition ot the city is, on the whole, healthful, since ty- 
phoid is not found in neighborhoods where we are accus- 
tomed to look for it first. 

To get panic stricken or unduly alarmed at the record is 
foolish. It is notorious that fear produces a condition in the 
System favorable to disease But in this case the fear is 
groundless. What is needed is prudence in eating ané drink- 
ing, care of sanitary arrangements and a quiet mind.

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DRUNKENNESS AMONG WOMEN. 


In a public address in New York Dr. Margaret A. Stewart 
makes some startling statements concerning drunkenness 
among women. 

“It is a sad, but undeniable fact,” said Dr. Stewart, “‘that in 
the last few years the record of drunkenness among women 
has grown to euch a degree as to be appalling, and there is 
no telling where it will end unless a remedy is found, and 
that quickly.’ 

The cause, in Mrs. Stewart's opinion, is in the changed con- 
ditions of life, which take women out of the home, where 
they are free from temptation, and compel them to face the 
commercial world as breadwinners. 

This is disquicting, if true. But where is the evidence that 
it is true? Frivolous socicty, with its emptiness, is prob- 
ably fuller of temptation than the counting room or shop. 
But the suggestion is not agreeable. We hope Mrs. Stewart's 
apprehension has misled her.

of the land; who has been taught from his birth that it is not only right, but his. 
duty to God to enter:into plural marriages, and that the man who has the 


greatest number of wives stands highest in 


od’s favor, than I do for the man whe 


has been taught from his cradle that the unpardonable sin is the “desecration of 


womanhood. 


His religious training and the moral code of civilization in which 


he is reared all make it a crime for man to violate the Seventh Commandment or 
the established law of monogamy. Yet, judging from the testimony we see all 
about us—our Doors of Hope, our lying-in and foundling hospitals and our fallen 


womanhood—the married or single man who lives a pure life is rare. 


Therefore 


I have more respect for the Morman polygamist, who follows his teachings and 
lives up to the traditions of his religious sect by marrying the different women 
whom he cohabits, supporting them and their children, than I have for the man 
who defies public opinion and in the light of our advanced civilization and religious 
moral teaching gives his name and his support to one openly while secret 
desecrating the lives of other women, thus committing a crime against his lawfu 
wife as well as the other woman or women whom he wrongs. If he have no wife 
the sin is as great against morality, and he shoild suffer equally with the woman, . — 

Therefore, while abhorring the principles of polygamy, I think the wives and 
the mothers of the East might better enter a crusade against the licentiousness 
existing all around us and polluting our mamhood and leave it to our lawmak- 
ers to settle the matter of Roberts’ fitness to be their associate in Congress. 

If women would require the same moral purity in men that men require of 
women, and if mothers would refuse to entertain in their homes or give their 
sweet, virtuous young daughters to men whom they know to have trangres 
the moral code, society would soon undergo a purification—a revolution. If our 


women would take this decided stand it would strike the stronges 
cisive blow at polygamy. for the root of the two evils—polygamy in 
cefitiousness in the East—is the same, and nothing but the highest moral

A VAST-FLOOD OF BOOKS. 


Thomas W. Handford,in “Facts and Fiction,” | 
Tells Why ItIs Impossible to Keep 
Up With the Authors. 


VERY year in EBurope and America 
f there are at the lowest estimate, 930,000 
new books in the English language 
Claiming our attention. These new books 
are what we cal] “current literature."" The 
book shelves of the world are asked to 


make room for these, and you and I are In- 
vited to read them. Now, what are we g0- 
ing to de about it? Let us see what the 
possibilities are. This year that brings us 

, books to read brings only 365 days 
in which to read them. Now, suppose we 
hdd the time and inclination to read one 
book every day—a book, say, of 30 pages. 
Every day a book would find us at the 
end of the year with 4% books read. This 
would be a prodigy of work. But there 
would remain unread 19,693 books of that 
year's production. 

Suppose some voracious reader could read 
a book a day, and, being generous, we 
should give him the odd days for Sun- 
day observance and vacations, what then? 
He would get through his 30 bookg, but 
there would be 19,700 unread! Suppose he 
went on for five years, and the production 
of bookS went on at the same rate, what 
then? Five years would bri 100,000 books 
and our busy reader would have accomd- 
plished the phenomenal task of reading 
sae WOE but there would be 98,500 un- 
read, 

Let me go still further and take the full 
working time of a busy life, say a space 
of ® years. Our tireless reader goes on 
with his work, and, in 2) years, has read 
6000 books. But there have been 400,00 
books issued in that time, eo there are 
391.000 books he has mot had time to 
look at! 

And yet some vain souls will talk of “keep- 
ing abreast of current Hterature.”” Poor 
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fools. They remind me of the lady w 
boasting of being on intimate terms wilt 
the great leaders of art in Europe, tol 
Prof. Swing that she had met all the dis- 
oe ecewp people in Rome. She said she 
had met the Venus de Milo at several re- 
ceptions and received an invitation to aine 
with her the very day before she etart 
for home. The truth is, it would drive a 
man mad if he were to read the titles onl 
of this great out-put of books. What shall 
we do in this matter? It is as foolish to ate 
tempt the impossible as it is to fight against 
the inevitable. But there ts surely some 
wise practical way. If we cannot gather all 
the flowers of the meadow, shall we 
gather enough for a bouquet? If we cann 
eat all the grapes of some vineyard, sha 
we not plus

President Hart asked me to sound the sev- 
eral Western League Clubs on the proposi- 
thon of having a team in Chicago. The Chi- 
cago Club promised to pay ali the obliga- 
tions of the Grand Rapids Club, which was 
then In bad shape, and see to it that every- 
thing was afranged for our benefit in Chi- 
cago. I immediately cogfinunicated with the 
Western League ers and put the propo- 
sition before ifem. The offer was declined. 
and the Grand Rapids Club subsequently 
went to Omaha 
“We have ‘been led to believe right along 
that the Chicago Club was anxious to have 
a Western League Club in Chieago. This 
belief was strengthened this fal] just before 
the anual meeting of the Western League 
in this city. President Hart asked me to 
announce that he intended to put a elub in 
Chicago next season. He suggested that the 
details could be fixed up afterward, and that 
ii would be a good thing to have it in the 
newspapers right away. 
“I did not act until T haa brought the 
uestion before the League managers.

COMPTON HILL'S NEW PASTOR 


Rev. Dr. W. W. Newell’s Initial Ser- 
mon, With the Subject, ‘Ideal 
Form of Government.”’ 


“Tdeal Form of Government for Man and 
Nation,” was the subject of the initial ser- 
mon of Rev. W. W. Newell, late pastor of 
the Bethlehem Congregational Church at 
Compton Hill Congregationa) Church Sun- 
day morning. 

A large and attentive congregation wel- 
comed the new pastor. 

He took his text from St. Paul, “Christ 
Liveth in Me,” and likened the govern- 
ment of men to the government of God. 

‘*‘An ideal form o government,” the 
speaker said, “is that where the greatest 
unity exists between the government and 
the governed, All eyes are now turned on 
America and the success of the American 
(;overnment. We are taking front rank 
in the great world’s progress. Our people 
lead in all branches of thought; we should 
also lead ‘n religious action, for the leader- 
ship of Christ is over all the earth. 

“We give earnest thanks for the 
blessinzs of this age, this land of civiliza- 
tion and Christianization. The old world 
monarchies are crumbling with decay, That 
of England is but a memory, in England 
and America the common people rule, and 
as the people are in touch with Christ, so 
will the government of man resemble that 
of God.”’ 

Dr. Newell euloge' zed 
don, saying that nothing in the General's 
life became him so well as his manner of 
living it. He told of Gordon's daily de- 
votions in camp on the battlefield. 

The speaker said God sent defeat and vic- 
tories to armies, decay and progress to na- 
tions, pains and pleasures to individuals to 
instruct them how to live, how to die, and 
to prepare them for life hereafter. There 
is, he said, no tndividual l' fe without mo- 
tion; no national life without progress, 
whether its tendency be up or down, good 
or bad. Give for thought and room 
for action ‘lest you wither by decay.’ Press 
not life ‘nto narrowest compass and 
dare not limit the Christ love in the human 
heart.

. A., has a handsome book containing 
autographs of almost all the naval and 
soldier heroes of the late war with Spain, 
which she may permit to be exhibited in 
this room. The room will contain also 
many mementoes from various parts of the 
United States, Alaska and Cuba. 

A room has been reserved for a study of 
the Philippines. Here will be found pic- 
tures of the battle of Manila and native 
scenes on the islands. The best literature 
on ithe subject will be found and many 
curious relics seen. , 

The object of the carnival, as a recently 
issued circular states, is: ‘The encourage- 
ment of local art ar.d talent in St. Louts, 
and the advancement of the good aims of 
the Y. M. H. A., which are philanthropic, 
moral, educational and social.

The Y. M. H. A. ts a body of 8&0 young 
men, leagued together for mental, moral 
physical and social culture. It has a ladies’ 
branch of some one hundred or more 
young ladies of the city. It the three 
years of active, self-supporting life, the Y.
